1, In April 1951 construction of the Central aad Svith China Air Forer Repair Shop 
was started on the former premises of a rifle viige in Changkungtiisia (#2 
he $ ), Hankow. The aie measured 1,509 seters from east to west and 1,009 
meters from north to souls 


2. Since 5 May, h3 concrete biildings have b:en erscted. The Largest building, a 
four-story general office, was south of the central part ef the repair shop. Twe- 
‘story observation towers, 32 feet wide ard 180 feet long, were in each of the 
building*s four corners, The second flour of che towers projecied over a dirt 
barrier.

6 The CSCMA Ordnance Factory, known ¢lso as the Cente China Arsenal, ws at 
Shiktung ( Z > ok kilometers from Chibf ang (11'1-18,30-2:) and 124 xiloneters 
from Chink'ou. Branches of the Central China Arseral were xn Ch’ ench'i i (110-07, 
27-59) and Ch! angte (111-32,29-02). These: arsenals were using tools See 
from arsenals formerly at Chuchou (113-06, 27-53) .nd Hanyang. 


7. The Central China Arsenal included a model, works aid a fuge works. “Aang P'ing~ 
ou ( de Jp Be ). director of the model works, was about 40 years old and had 
been in the USSR. This division, employing 30 tecinicians and 70 rkilled work- 
ers, standardized light caliber arms. In July 1951 only models of cifle parts - 
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were being produced for experimental purposss.
